THIS WOULD SETTLE THE ARGUMENT 


A peaceful contest of strength and 
skill between the Americans and the 
Russians is a unique idea of the Ocean­ 
side (Calif.) Blade-Tribune. In a r y e n t 
editorial the proposal is made th at the 
Russian Olympic team stop over in Los 
Angeles on their way to the gam es in 
A ustralia this fall and engage the Ameri­ 
cans in a dual track meet at the Los An­ 
geles Coliseum. W hat an idea! It would 
be a sell-out, too. 
" It’s the Russians that the U.S. will 
have to beat in the 1956 Games at Mel­ 
bourne,’’ the Blade-Tribune points out, 
"and Russian athletes know that the 
team they’ll have to beat in order to top 
the Games will he the one from the 
U.S.A.” The editorial continues: 
"The U.S. team will be competing in 
southern California meets between the 
ti'n e of its assembly at Los Angeles ap­ 
proxim ately Oct. 15 and its departure 
for Melbourne on Nov. 5. It occurs to us 
th a t the greatest dual meet of all tim e 
m ight be staged at the Coliseum during 
th a t 21-day period. It would be a dual 
meet th at would give our team the kind 
of training it will need for the Olympics. 
It m ight even lend a hand to our foreign 
policy. Why doesn’t the Olympic Com­ 
m ittee invite the Russians to fly here 
for a dual meet en route to Australia? 
"According to our World Almanac, the 


Russians would have to fly only 6,000 
additional miles to cover the distance 
from Moscow to Melbourne via Los An­ 
geles. In this day of 400 miles per hour, 
that would mean only 15 hours addition­ 
al flying tim e. The United States could 
pay the ex tra Russian expenses thus 
encountered out of Coliseum gate re­ 
ceipts and still be money ahead. 
"As for foreign policy, we think such 
an invitation would mean far more to 
the average man in, this world than the 
Russians’ recent invitation to General 
Twining. A friendly com petition betw een 
Russia and the United States on the 
athletic field is the kind of contest be­ 
tween the tw o nations the whole world 
would enjoy. 
"Suppose the Russians w in? Well, sup­ 
pose you’re a Russian. Then suppose the 
Americans win? The loser would have 
the consolation of knowing that he’d 
have another chance in Australia. Mean­ 
time, the whole world’s interest in the 
Olympics would be whetted. 
"Suppose we extend an invitation and 
the Russians refuse? Our gesture can’t 
help but appear to the eyes of the world 
as the friendly and hospitable gesture 
that it would be. The world liked our 
invitation to Russian farmers. It would 
pay even m ore attention to a bid to Rus­ 
sian athletes.”

How come Palm Springs isn't 
represented in the list reporting 
building ‘activities in Southern 
California cities, published each 
month in Los Angeles newspa­ 
pers? 
Practically every other com­ 
munity which has pounded a nail 
during the month, is included. 
Scanning the most recent com­ 
pilation, 1 found dozens of cities 
with a building total for June 
and the half year, far below that 
of Palm Springs. 


TRAVEL TO LOS ANGELES 
is now much speedier easier and 
safer than it was even only a 
month ago'. That El Monte bot­ 
tleneck along Garvey avenue was 
eliminated last week, the Ban­ 
ning bottleneck, a few days be­ 
fore.

Drowning ranks fourth as a 
cause of accidental deaths. After 
a period of struggle and the hold­ 
ing of breath, a drowning person 
voluntarily jjasps and inhales a 
varying amount of water. While 
temporarily a spasm of the epig­ 
lottis m ay prevent water from 
entering the lungs, ultimately the 
need to breath opens this chan­ 
nel and flooding of the lungs oc­ 
curs. 
Surprisingly, .fresh water is a 
greater immediate hazard than 
salt water. 
The fresh water is 
rapidly absorbed through the air 
sacs in the lung, and within three 
minutes after submersion more 
than two-thirds of the circulat­ 
ing blood consists of the aspir­ 
ated fluid. 
The result of this blood dilution 
causes a reduction in the sodium 
of the blood plasma, and a break­ 
ing down of the blood cells, 
which in the absence of any oxy­ 
gen entering the body produces 
irregular 
contractions 
of 
the 
heart muscle and death. 
Asphyxia is of course similar 
when drowning occurs in sea wa­ 
ter. but this type of water in its 
concentration with salt draws the 
water and protein from the lung 
capillaries into the air sacs, and 
concentration of the blood occurs. 
Such 
concentration 
results 
in 
heart failure, which is the con­ 
sequence of no oxygen being sup­ 
plied to heart muscle 
Swelling of the lung structure 
develops whether drowning oc­ 
curs in salt or fresh water, but 
it is doubtful whether attempts 
at drainage of the lungs before 
resuscitation are useful 
Artifi­ 
cial respiration must be em­ 
ployed immediately, and not de­ 
layed or a fatality may result in 
cases that otherwise may live. 
Once 
circulatory failure has 
set in and the heart has ceased 
to function, any attempt at re­ 
suscitation may prove futile. If 
that unhappy state has not as 
yet 
developed, 
and 
the 
non­ 
breathing victim drawn from the 
water is suffering from severe 
asphysia depends on immediate 
artificial respiration. Sometimes, 
the time margin for successful 
resuscitation may only be a few 
seconds. The instant a drowning 
person is landed, artificial respir­ 
ation m ust be begun.

THE 
METHOD WHICH hid 
been in vogue for many, many 
years, known 
as the Schafer 
technique, is the prone-pressure 
method in which pressure is put 
on the lower part of tho chest 
with the individual face down, to 
force the air out of the chest, 
and then removing the hands 
quickly, allowing for an inspira­ 
tion on the recoil. The operator 
usually straddles the individual. 
Careful investigation has shown 
that the amount of air which can 
be forced into the lung by this 
method is usually less than tha 
dead space of the lungs. 
The 
most effective forms of artificial 
respiration induce active inspira­ 
tion and active expiration, thus 
achieving 
the 
largest 
possible 
flow of air volume, at least twice 
that of the Schafer method. 


MANY AUTHORITIES h a v e 
adopted the Nielsen technique as 
easy, safe, effective, and least 
tiresome to the operator. 
This 
method, 
introduced by Holger 
Nielsen in 
Denmark 
in 
1932, 
places the victim in prone posi­ 
tion, elbows bent and the face 
turned to one side and placed on 
the hands. 
The operator kneels at the pa­ 
tient's head, on either knee or 
both, whichever is more comfort­ 
able. with the patient's head be­ 
tween his legs. 
His hands are 
placed on 
the patient's back, 
thumbs touching, and heels of the 
hands just below a line running 
between the armpits. 
He produces forcible expiration 
by slowly rocking f o r e w a r d , 
straight armed until his arms 
are about vertical, so lhat slow 
even pressure is exerted on the 
chest. 
A C T I V E 
INSPIRATION is 
achieved by slowly rocking back­ 
ward. sliding the hends under 
the patient's arm s just above the 
elbows, and raising the arm s un­ 
til resistance and tension are felt 
at thd patient's shoulders. 
This 
is repeated steadily 12 times per 
minute.
